tions. He declared bitterly that he waa 
not even Consulted regarding the af- 
fairs of his own department. He man- 
ifested a keen feeling over the rise of 
General Trepoff as minister of the in- 
terio'r, saying: 


"I know nothing of what is being 


done for peace or reform. 
Tell 
me 


what Trepoff advises and I will tell 
you what the C/ar will do. 
Trepoff 


is the real ruler of Russia."

Ugation projects planned and carried out under the pro- 
visions of the National Iirlgation Act, aie in the natme 
of a personal triumph 


While it is true that the credit for the passage of this 


great measure cannot be attributed to any one man, cer- 
tain it is that to no single Individual is more credit due 
than to our senior Senator, Francis G. Newlands. In the 
roll of those who have contributedto the realization of 
this great paternal act of the government, the names of 
George H. Maxwell, William E Smythe, Prank W. Mon- 
dell and Senator Hansbrough stand forth 
prominently. 


Their assistance came at critical times and the people of 
Nevada will always hold them in grateful memory. 


Particularly with Senator Newlands the leclamation 


of the arid west has been a life s study. Long before any 
other person dreamed that the vivifying 
of the desert 


would ever be accomplished, at least within the present 
generation, Senator Newlands was devoting his time and 
energies and spending his money to bring about this 
longed for consummation A decade and a half ago he had 
extensive surveys made of the watersheds of the Truckle 
and Carson basins, and at his own expense published a 
booklet treating on reservoli sites and distributing sys- 
tems in Western Nevada. 


Thia work was commented extensively at the time oh- 


po&inr views being taken of the piacticabihty of Mr New- 
lands' plans. 


It was finally settled upon that this woik of reclamation 


would be impossible without goveinment aid and to this 
end Mr Newlands bent eveiy energy With most excellent 
foieslght he acquired many tracts of unurigated land and 
reservoir sites, in older to prevent tbc'r falling into the 
hands of those who would thwart the future plans of thp 
goveinment These lands he has been holding to tuin over 
to the government without profit to himself 


The unthinking pouied foith abuses upon Senator New- 


lands' nead fot this line of action, believing that he 
planned to tuither his peisonal ends and unload upon the 
government a lot of woi thless ptoperty at a huge advance 
ovei his ouginal investment The utter fallacy of this idi a 
has been, demonsti ated, for Nevada's senior Senator has 
fulfilled eveiy promise, unselfishly made and public spir- 
itedly cat tied out 


When a stotni of indignation aio&e in the east over die 


plans of cettam of the fiiends of goveinment irrigation, 
who ptoposed to witndra\v millions of dollars from the 
public treasuiy to catry out this* work, or cause it to oe 
perfo-mecl by state aid, Senator Newlands advanced tne 
plan finally adopter! and \\hich is known as the "New- 
lands' idea" 


In biief his plan was to provide this money out of the 


public fund and thus the states containing the aiid lands 
would beat- the burden This money, advanced by the gen- 
eral goveinment, is to be leturned thiough the sale of 
watei lights to homesteaders in the distiicts to be in i- 
gated Thus all the go\ernment is doing for the aiid west 
iq lending it money for a short term of years without in- 
teiest and lending it ftom a fund created out of its own 
landed iet,ouices To such a plan Ohio and other eastern 
states having no at id lands, could offer no objection, 
although they raised a storm of denunciation to the project 
before the Newlands' plan was presented 


Nevada has not yet had its eyes fully opened to the 


grand possibilities of Its future that has been assured by 
the building of the $4 000,000 government canal, nor has 
it fully appreciated the statesmanship and fidelity to the 
state which Francis G Newlands has shown. Future gen- 
erations will rise up and called him blessed
